Presidential stress on authority to cut fed* 
era! income tax rates when the economy 
needs a shot in the arm is an old idea in 
a modem version. 
The original version, still dear to all of 
us who think public finance should be 
handled like our private affairs, was to cut 
government spending when things slowed 
down and let taxpay ers keep what was saved. 
This is the kind of thinking budget balanc­ 
ers are capable of. Such people think income 
and outgo should be balanced: that if income 
shrinks outgo should shrink. They think that 
in fair weather the roof should be patched; 
that something should be put aside for a 
rainy day while making hay in the sunshine; 
that prudence with money is one of the abso­ 
lute virtues. 
People who think like this are fuddy - 
duddies. 
The modem version of cutting income 
tax rates when the economy needs a shot 
in the arm say s nothing in it about p cor­ 
responding cut in government spending. 
Tt is completely to the contrary . Spending 
is speeded up, not slowed down. 


PRFSIDENT KENNEDY is asking 
for 
authority to cut income tax rates by ex­ 
ecutive decree if business sags and for 
parallel authority to start expensive public 
works. This is the formula of the Roosevelt 
New Deal panacea for spending the country 
into prosperity . 
Tt didn’t work in the New Deal, and it 
won’t work in the New Frontier, 
The idea that the U. S. government can 
carry on financial practices that would bring 
the police and the psy chiatrists hustling if 


its citizens tried them never has been certi­ 
fied for public use, John May nard Key es 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 
There have been men in the federal gov­ 
ernment for y ears who have claimd to be 
above hobbling regulations on the way they 
handled the people’s money , but they never 
have won a mandate to put their ideas into 
practice. 
Yet they have the gall in 1962 to ask for 
congressional consent to pinch off federal 
income with one hand while opening the 
sluice gates for more federal spending. T^ey 
say it would be absurd to cut back spending, 
because .spending must go on ad infinitum 
while taxing is something that can be dis­ 
continued whenever the burden grows too 
heavy to bear. 


IT ,\PPEARS to us the minds that think 
this way have learned evervihing they need 
to know about public finances except the 
one most important thing. 
Public finances depend on the people’s 
confidence in the way their money is being 
bandied. 
When they see it handled in a way that 
would be reckless and foolhardy in private 
affairs, they get uneasy about their govern-' 
ment. 
It is too much like telling them there’s a 
double standard of morality -Kwe way for the 
Amerioan people to handle money , another 
way for the government. They don’t believe 
it 
They wouldn’t believe it even if Imrd 
Key nes had told them about :t personally , 
with diagrams and footnotes. 


Big SlioH Opens This Week 


*T shall he fair, factual, hut unrelenting. I 
hope every American will follow these hear­ 
ings with interest and objectivity ,” declared 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, Fl-S.C.. at the con­ 
clusion of a series of articles in which he 
had mitlined his conviction there is some 
connection between military censorship in the 
Pentagon and the decision of the I960 Com­ 
munist Party Congress to take counter-mea­ 
sures against anti-Communist activities in 
the United States. 
He was referring to Senate Armed Services 
Ruhcommittee hearings starting Tuesday . 
Sen. Thurmond, a major general in the 
Army reserve, has been breathing fire for 
months about this matter. His interest was 
ignited by the incident in which Maj. Gen. 
Edwin A. Walker was rebuked and removed 
from command of the 24th Army Division in 
Europe last April on charges he had engaged 
in partisian political activity . 
Gen Walker, according to the Army , had 
used “biased, inflammatory and nonfactual" 
materials in a recommended reading list for 
a troop indoctrination program. It was al­ 
leged he had tried to influence the voting 
of troops and their families in the 1960 con­ 
gressional election. 


GEN. WALKER was accused of violating 
a military parallel of the Hatch .Act, which 
forbids public officials to use their influence 
in popular elections and reported as using 
Art. 31 of the Military Code-military equiva­ 
lent of the Fifth Amendment. 
Rather than accept an official reprimand 
and reassignment, he resigned his commis- 


ion on Nov. 2, forfeiting pension rights of 
about $12,000 a y ear. Believed to be close to 
the John Birch Society , if not one of its own 
members, he now is a favorite of the con­ 
servative right and in demand for speak­ 
ing engagement.s. 
He is expected to be one of the key witness­ 
es in the Senate Armed Services subcommit­ 
tee hearings. Nothing since the Army -McCar- 
thy hearings has amused Washington so 
much as the prospect that Sen. Thurmond 
may turn the new hearings into a search 
for suspected subversives in the Pentagon. 


W1IVT PROMISED at first to he a show- 
down on the right of civilian authority in the 
government to restrain the political activity 
of military officers now looks like a pmject 
to depict the Kennedy administration as be­ 
ing soft on socialism. 
Sen. Thurmond, who intends to he “fair, 
factual, hut unrelenting." is as far from be­ 
ing a Kennedy supporter, despite membership 
in the Democratic party , as Sen. Barry Gold- 
water. R-Ariz., who has said the “real ex­ 
tremists are the people to the left, the social­ 
ists in the Kennedy administration.” 
This then, is the prospect. Once more the 
country may he treated to a Senate investi­ 
gation of the kind that caused the Senate to 
wonder if its entire investigation procedure 
shouldn’t he overhauled after the .Army -Mc- 
Carthy episode. 
Sen. Thurmond. ha\nng revealed what he 
expects to find, undoutedly will look for it 
and for nothing else. He will be less investi­ 
gator than prosecutor 


Milsiic Solakov Had A Cover Slorv 


It may turn out that a y oung Bulgarian 
pilot named Milsuc Solakov actually was 
try ing to escape to freedom wfien his high- 
level fighter plane equipped for aerial re­ 
connaissance crashed in Italy . 
But it could turn out that tfw world has 
been treat« ! to a cover story like the 
one that made the United States aviator 
Francis Gary Powers a figure of interna­ 
tional controversy when his spy plane 
crashed in Russia two y ears ago next May . 
Solakov could be posing as a Bulgarian. 
It is commonplace for Communists to say 
they are members of nationality groups 
u-hen they are in fact members of the 
Communist Conspiracy . 
He could he peeing as a would-be es­ 
capee. That wmild be a clever ruse under 
the circumstances, hut doesn’t every thing 
depend on what pictures he had taken? 
An escapee wouldn’t be interested in tak­ 
ing pictures. 
Solakov even could be posing as a Bul­ 
garian aviator whose spy pictures, if any .

Recently on my way down from 
Albany , N. Y., I ran across the 
Co. — some eight miles south of 
Hudson, N. Y. 
The mountain Is hollowed out. 
Into its vast emptiness have been 
stored the records of 3.00ft firms 
—some 100 banks, 75 insurance 
companies, 50 Wall Street broker­ 
age firms, and even overseas out­ 
fits. 
But it will take living things to 
ride out an atomic hailstorm. 
People, chickens, cattle. Over in 
the Carey Salt Mines in Ly ons. 
Kan., the Armour Meat Co. is 
experimenting with raising cattle 
underground. This fascinates the 
Pentagon. 
Down in Manheim. W. Va., the 
Fawcett Co. , has been raising 400 
chickens do\4’n in the pit every 
six weeks. Good fowl, too. I may 
be tipping the Russians but the 
company is getting chickens four 
ounces heavier underground than 
topside. 


IF CHICKS PROSPER, girls do 
too, underground. 
In Atchison, 


Kan., the Pentagon's Quartermas­ 
ter Division has a C-ration assem­ 
bly line. Some 300 women wrap 
the stuff every day . 
Until the trip here I had no 
idea how fast we were going un­ 
derground in these United States. 
1 heard of one firm in Ixis 
Angeles, known as the Bekins 
Business Records Center, which 
has 50 underground units in 13 
states spanning the entire West 
Coast and western half of the 
land. 
While every body ’s arguing about 
shelters, the mine and cave busi­ 
ness is the most active on the 
fallout 
front. 
It 
is coodinated 
wherever possible in the Penta­ 
gon’s Industry office. This division 
has units ranging from Denton, 
Tex., to Harvaid. Mass.—which 
is a Boston suburb and not a 
university , no matter what y ou 
hear from Washington. Do not 
confuse it with that M’hite House 
suburb known as Cambridge. 
This recounting of this latest 
trip of mine is offered in the hope 
that never will we need to re­ 
treat to the caves. And that his­ 
torians will look back at them 
as museum pieces of a malad­ 
justed age.

Comments have been received 
from a few of the contrikitors 
to the (Christmas Seal sale cam- 
p aip which indicate that, because 
the Columbiana County 
P ub l i c 
Health League is not sponsoring 
visits of a mobile X-ray truck to 
East Liverpool, no further contri­ 
butions need be expected 
f r om 
these individuals. 
We have considered this c o m- 
plaint of sufficient gravity that 
an explanation of the function of 
y our TB association (The Colum­ 
biana County PubUc Health Leag­ 
ue) is warranted, so that no mis­ 
understanding exists. 
Many y ears ago the sponsors 
of the Christmas Seal movement 
came to the lealization that the 
sums of money raised by the sale 
of CJiristmas Seals could only be 
a drop in the bucket to the money 
really needed to combat a disease 
so widespread and costly in treat­ 
ment of TB. 
Consequently , it was decided 
that the efforts of the national, 
state and local TB associations 
should be directed toward the ed­ 
ucation of the public, official 
health agencies and legislators as 
to the danger of tuberculosis, its 
contageous character, of the ina­ 
bility of individuals to protect 
themselves against its attack in 
an atmosphere of public indiffer­ 
ence and the possibility of event­ 
ual elimination of this dread di­ 
sease by the concerted action of 
all health agencies, private and' 
public, spurred on by an inform­ 
ed and demanding public. 
To this end the contract under 
which y our local TB as.sociation 
operates, as well as the constitu­ 
tion of the as.sociation. directs 
that all programs of TB detection 
and control be on a demonstration 
basis only , not of a permanent 
nature, but for a limited duration 
of time; that their purpo.se be to 
educate the public and official 
health agencies in effective meth­ 
ods of detecting tuberculosis, rec­ 
ommended procedures of treat­ 
ment and methods to reduce its 
contageous effect, with the goal 
pf reducing its incidence and sav­ 
ing the lives of individuals afflict­ 
ed, and return them to .society 
cured wherever possible. It is con­ 
templated that, if the service is 
demonstrated to be worthwhile 
a nd desireable the public will 
demand its continuation by tax- 
supported agencies. 


It has been demonstrated that 
X-ray s are a most effective tool 
for detecting active TB, and for 
this reason y our TB A.ssociation 
has furnished, as one of its ser­ 
vices to the people of Columbi­ 
ana County , a limited small film 
X-ray detection program. Howev­ 
er, the cost of this service has 
increased appreciably , so that the 
relative cost of the program fur- 
ni.shed to the general public, as 
compared with the number of cas­ 
es detected, makes continuation of 
this a.spect of the service imprac­ 
tical. Nevertheless, the service is 
still available to industry and to 
groups of our population known to 
have a high incidence of infection. 
In contemplation of this change 
of program, y our TB association 
furnished $5.(^ toward the instal­ 
lation of a small film X-ray unit 
in Salem. 
Plans are being completed at 
this time at East Liverpool City 
Hospital for the installation of 
similar equipment and the League 
will provide $5,000 toward this fa­ 
cility . The East Liverpool hospital 
Board of Trustees and superin­ 
tendent are to be complimented 
for their decision to take this for­ 
ward step in providing the com­ 
munity with screening equipment 
for tuberculosis detection. 
It is now widely considered that 
the most effective attack against 
TB is to locate those persons who 
have TB germs in their bodies, 
but do not necessarily have active 
TB, These are the persons most 
likely to later acquire active TB. 
Various skin tests have been 
found best for detecting 
t h e s e 
cases and y our TB association is 
diligently striving to secure uni­ 
versal support of this testing pro­ 
gram. It is the hope that, with 
testing properly applied, and the 
use of X-ray s where most effec­ 
tive, together with the demonstra­ 
ted procedures of treatment and 
prevention, the people of every 
part of our county may eventual­ 
ly be free from the menace of 
TB. 
You are still receiving the intel­ 
ligent progressive seiwices of y our 
county TB as.sociation.

The problem has proven itself 
not to be one of politics or party 
Mnes. It would be difficult to con­ 
ceive it could be the result of 
poor voter education. Periiaps, it 


comes down to plain balkiness.

Presidential stress on authority to cut fed­ 
eral income tax rates when the economy 
needs a shot in the arm is an old idea in 
a modem version. 
The original version, still dear to all of 
us who think public 
finances 
should 
be 
handled like our private affairs, was to cut 
government spending when 
things 
slowed 
down and let taxpayers keep what was saved. 
This is the kind of thinking budget balanc­ 
ers are capable of. Such people think income 
and outgo should be balanced: that if income 
shrinks outgo should shrink. They think that 
in fair weather the roof should be patched; 
that something should be put aside for a 
rainy day while making hay in the sunshine; 
that prudence with money is one of the abso­ 
lute virtues 
People who think like this 
are 
fuddy- 
duddies. 
The modem version of cutting income 
tax rates when the economy needs a shot 
in the arm says nothing in it about a cor­ 
responding cut in government spending. 
It is completely to the contrary. Spending 
is speeded up, not slowed down 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY is asking 
for 
authority to cut income tax rates by ex­ 
ecutive decree if business sags and for 
parallel authority to start expensive public 
works. This is the formula of the Roosevelt 
New Deal panacea for spending the country 
info prosperity. 
It didn’t work in the New Deal, and it 
won’t work in the New Frontier. 
The idea that the U. S. government can 
carry on financial practices that would bring 
the police and the psychiatrists hustling if 


its citizens tried them never has been certi­ 
fied for public use, John Maynard Keyes 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 
There have been men in the federal gov­ 
ernment for years who have claimd to be 
above hobbling regulations on the way they 
handled the people’s money, but they never 
have won a mandate to put their ideas into 
practice. 
Yet they have the gall in 1962 to ask for 
congressional consent to pinch off federal 
income with one hand while opening the 
sluice gates for more federal spending. They 
say it would be absurd to cut back spending, 
because spending must go on ad infinitum 
while taxing is something that can be dis­ 
continued whenever the burden grows too 
heavy to bear. 


IT A PP EA R S to us the minds that think 
this wav have learned everything they need 
to know about public finances except the 
one most important thing. 
Public finances depend on the people s 
confidence in the way their money is being 
handled 
When they see it handled in a way that 
would be reckless and foolhardy in private 
affairs, they get uneasy about their govern­ 
ment. 
It is too much like telling them there’s a 
double standard of morality—one wray for the 
American people to handle money, another 
way for the government. They don’t believe 
it 
They wouldn’t believe it 
even 
if bord 
Keynes had told them about ,t personally, 
with diagrams and footnotes.

"I shall be fair. factual, but unrelenting I 
hope every American will follow these hear­ 
ings with interest and objectivity," declared 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, D-S.C., at the con­ 
clusion of a series of articles in which he 
had outlined his conviction there is some 
connection between military censorship in the 
Pentagon and the decision of the IWO Com­ 
munist Party Congress to take counter-mea­ 
sures against anti-Com mum st activities in 
the United States. 
lie was referring to Senate Armed Services 
subcommittee hearings starting Tuesday. 
Sen. Thurmond, a major general in the 
Army reserve, has been breathing fire for 
months about this matter. His interest was 
ignited by the incident in which Maj. Gen. 
Edwin A. Walker was rebuked and removed 
from command of the 24th Army Division in 
Europe last April on charges he had engaged 
in parisian political activity. 
Gen Walker, according to the Army, had 
used "biased, inflammatory and nonfactual” 
materials in a recommended reading list for 
a troop indoctrination program It was al­ 
leged he had tried to influence the voting 
of troops and their families in the IWO con­ 
gressional election. 


GEN. WALKER was accused of violating 
a military parallel of the Hatch Act. which 
forbids public officials to use their influence 
in popular elections and reported as using 
Art SI of the Military Code-military equiva­ 
lent of the Fifth Amendment. 
Rather than accept an official reprimand 
and reassignment, he resigned his commis- 


ion on Nov. 2. forfeiting pension rights of 
about $12 OOO a year Believed to be close to 
the John Birch Society, if not one of its own 
members, he now is a favorite of the con­ 
servative right and in demand for speak­ 
ing engagements. 
He is expected to he one of the key witness­ 
es in the Senate Armed Services subcommit­ 
tee hearings. Nothing since the Army-McCar- 
thy hearings has aroused Washington so 
much as the prospect that Sen. Thurmond 
may turn the new hearings into a search 
for suspected subversives in the Pentagon. 


WHAT PROMISED at first to be a show­ 
down on the right of civilian authority in the 
government to restrain the political activity 
of military officers now looks like a project 
to depict the Kennedy administration as be­ 
ing soft on socialism 
Sen Thurmond, who intends to be “fair, 
factual, but unrelenting ” is as far from be­ 
ing a Kennedy supporter, despite membership 
in the Democratic party, as Sen B am ’ Cold­ 
water. R-.Ariz.. who has said the "real ex­ 
tremists are the people to the left, the social­ 
ists in the Kennedy administration " 
This then, is the prospect. Once more the 
country may be treated to a Senate investi­ 
gation of the kind that caused the Senate to 
wonder if its entire investigation procedure 
shouldn't be overhauled after the Amry-Mc* 
earthy episode.

Comments have been received 
from a few of the contributors 
to the Christmas Seal sale cam­ 
paign which indicate that, because 
the Columbiana County P u b l i c 
Health League is not sponsoring 
visits of a mobile X-rav truck to 
East Liverpool, no further contri­ 
butions need be expected f r o m 
these individuals. 
We have considered this c o m- 
plamt of sufficient gravity that 
an explanation of the function of 
your TB association (The Colum­ 
biana County Public Health Leag­ 
ue) is warranted, so that no mis­ 
understanding exists. 
Many years ago the sponsors 
of the Christmas Seal movement 
came to the lealization that the 
sums of money raised by the sale 
of Christmas Seals could only be 
a drop in the bucket to the money 
really needed to combat a disease 
so widespread and costly in treat­ 
ment of TB. 
Consequently, it was decided 
that the efforts of the national, 
state and local TB associations 
should be directed toward the ed­ 
ucation 
of the public, 
official 
health agencies and legislators as 
to the danger of tuberculosis, its 
contageous character, of the ina­ 
bility of individuals to protect 
themselves against its attack in 
an atmosphere of public indiffer­ 
ence and the possibility of event­ 
ual elimination of this dread di­ 
sease by the concerted action of 
all health agencies, private and’ 
public, spurred on by an inform­ 
ed and demanding public. 
To this end the contract under 
which your local TB association 
operates, as well as the constitu­ 
tion of the association, directs 
that all programs of TB detection 
and control be on a demonstration 
basis only, not of a permanent 
nature, but for a limited duration 
of tune; that their purpose be to 
educate the public and official 
health agencies in effective meth­ 
ods of detecting tuberculosis, rec­ 
ommended procedures of treat­ 
ment and methods to reduce its 
contageous effect, with the goal 
pf reducing its incidence and sav­ 
ing the lives of individuals afflict­ 
ed, and return them to society 
cured wherever possible. It is con­ 
templated that, if the service is 
demonstrated to be worthwhile 
a n d desireable the public will 
demand its continuation by tax- 
supported agencies. 


It has been demonstrated that 
X-rays are a most effective tool 
for detecting active TB, and for 
this reason your TB Association 
has furnished, as one of its ser­ 
vices to the people of Columbi­ 
ana County, a limited small film 
X ray detection program. Howev­ 
er. the cost of this service has 
increased appreciably, so that the 
relative cost of the program fur­ 
nished to the general public, as 
compared with the number of cas­ 
es detected, makes continuation of 
this aspect of the service imprac­ 
tical. Nevertheless, the service is 
still available to industry and to 
groups of our population known to 
have a high incidence of infection. 
In contemplation of this change 
of program, your TB association 
furnished $5,000 toward the instal­ 
lation of a small film X ray unit 
in Salem. 
Plans are being completed at 
this time at East Liverpool City 
Hospital for the installation of 
similar equipment and the League 
will provide $5,000 toward this fa­ 
cility. The East Liverpool hospital 
Board of Trustees and superin­ 
tendent are to be complimen'ed 
for their decision to take this for­ 
ward step in providing the com­ 
munity with screening equipment 
for tuberculosis detection 
It is now widely considered that 
the most effective attack against 
TB is to locate those persons who 
have TB germs in their bodies, 
but do not necessarily have active 
TB. These are the persons most 
likely to later acquire active TB. 
Various skin tests have been 
found best for detecting t h e s e 
cases and your TB association is 
diligently striving to secure uni­ 
versal support of this testing pro­ 
gram 
It is the hope that, with 
testing properly applied, and the 
use of X-rays where most effec­ 
tive, together with the demonstra­ 
ted procedures of treatment and 
prevention, the jieople of every 
part of our county may eventual­ 
ly be free from the menace of 
TB 
You are still receiving the intel- 
ligent progressive services of your 
county TB association

Past victories for the opponents 
are hollow fines, indeed, if a home 
and perhaps lives are sacrificed 
because of lack of funds to prop­ 
erly maintain the fire department. 
Likewise, it would be penny wise 
and pound foolish to keep a few 
more dollars in possession and 
not have police protection when 
urgently needed because service 
stations could no longer fix punc­ 
tured tires on credit. 
The problem has proven itself 
not to be one of politics or party 
lines. It would be difficult to con­ 
ceive it could be the result of 
poor voter education. Perhaps, it 


comes down to plain balkiness. 
Great men often find they have 
erred in judgment. Greater ones 
reverse their ofiginal opinions and 
votes. Then so, could an ordin­ 
ary cjtizen change his opinion and 
his vote.

KENT, Ohio (A P)- A Kent State 
University profes.sor says boys 
can’t read as well as girls be­ 
cause they think books are mainly 
for sissies. 
Dr. Stanley C. Knppner, direc­ 
tor of Kent’s reading center, re­ 
ported Monday one of every three 
pupils in the grade through high 
school level is poor in reading— 
ami most of them are bovs. 


"With so many strikes against 
him,” he said, “ it’s a wonder 
Johnny reads as well as he does.” 
He .said Johnny has tn>uble with 
reading liecause he thinks it is 
“ something for girls.” his physi­ 
cal development is slower and he’s 
under more pressure. 
“ Parents tend to put more pres­ 
sure on their sons and this in­ 
creases their a n x i e t y about 
school,” said Dr Knppner "This 
leads to worse grad^ rather than 
better ones” 
He pointed out boys are more 


likely to have brain damage oc- 
|cumng from improper use of m- 
Isiruments or lack of oxygen at 
birth, A recent study, he said, 
showed injury to a small part of 
the brain can produce severe read- 
'ing difficulty. 


"One sixth of the poor readers 
probably suffer from this handi­ 
cap” he said

N-EW YORK (AP) - diairm an 
J oseph F. Reilly and three other 
top officers of the troubled Amer­ 
ican Stock Exchange hav e re­ 
signed. 


Their action Monday v irtually 
erased the higher element of an 
admini-stration that has been un­ 
der fire from the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and some 
exchange members. 


Quitting with Reilly, who also 
was acting as president pro-tem. 
were Vice (Chairman diaries J . 
Bocklet, J ames R. Dyer, a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Gov ernors 
and chairman of the Committee 
on Finance, and J ohn J . Mann, 
a gov ernor and chairman of the 
Committee on Floor Transactions. 


The SEC had accused the four 
of dominating the administration 
of the nation’s No. 2 securities 
market for the la.st 10 years. 


This statement was part of an 
SEC report in which it said the 
exchange had allowed “ manifold 
and prolonged abuses” of trading 
niles. 


Reilly, 54, had been serv ing as 
president pro tem since the resig­ 
nation last Dec. 11 of Edward T. 
McCormick as president. He has 
been 
an exchange member 31 
years, a gov ernor since 1951 and 
was completing his second term 
as chairman. 


Reilly and the three other offi­ 
cers made no comment about 
their resignations. 


Immediately upon accepting the 
resignations, the Board of Gov ­ 
ernors named Edwin Posner, a

Mayor Ricardo Gonzalez said he 
vithdrew permission because an 
idvance group had been "prose- 
vtiang and propagandizing” for 
Iraham’s crusade in violation of 
he constitution. 
Gonzalez said that only the Ro­ 
nan Catholic Giurch is allowed 
:o propagandize in Colombia. Sup­

>amphlets and posting signs, the 
tiayor said. 
German Bocca, a layman who 
lelped arrange for the American's 
rtisade in Colombia, said Goo- 
alez' action was due to ‘‘presaure 
f the Roman Catholic bishop of 
tarranquilla.** 
It “makes a joke of constitution- 
I provisions and places us before 
ther nations as an extremist 
nun try,” Bocca wrote in a letter 
? Colombian President Alberto

The White House, the home of the President of the United States. 
This building is located on Pennsylvania Avenue in Washington, 
D. C. The idea for it came from (George Washington who felt 
that there should be a home especially intended for the Presi­ 
dent during his term of office The first President to live in the 
house was John Adams It was a three-story building of moderate 
size, and was built of yellow sandstone To give it a better 
appearance, it was subsequently painted white, and has had a 
white finish ever since. The White House, incidentally, belongs 
to the American people and thousands upon thousands visit 
and tour it each year. It was completely renovaUd between 
1948 and 1952 and has many new features. But the big historic 
rooms characteristic of its first day as a presidential residence
